Kings way Mail has banned Marlene 
Willier until September, and Willier says 
it’s because of how she looks. 

Willier, who identifies as indigenous, 
was at Kingsway Sunday„ where she met a 
homeless man (who isn't indigenous) nod 
bought hint lunch at A& W— something 
s he often does for down-and-out people. 

The two were inside searching for 
an ATM when Willier said two security 
guards told her friend that he had to leave. 

According to Wither, who's in her 60s. 
an argument ensued and the guards said 
both now had to go. 

Willier said she and her friend obliged 
by walking outside to the parking lot to 
have a cigarette. 

There, security guards approached 
again, she said. 

" They said -You didn't leave the prop¬ 
erty/ That's when they put handcuffs 
on us and took us to security and called 
police. They were so arrogant to us. They 


were just Laughing.” 

jolena Boiic, marketing director with 
Kings w r ay, owned by Toronto-based 
Oxford Properties, confirmed Willier's’ 
ban but disputed her story. 

Bojic said the man Willier was with 
had previously trespassed, and when se¬ 
curity asked him to leave Willier argued 
with them. 

Willier was initially given a 24-hour 
ban. Bojic said, but then the two wouldn't 
leave when asked to do so outside. 

“Eventually that led to an arrest and 
police were called." 

‘That's when guards gave Willier a six- 
month ban, Bojic said. She’s also faring 
a S237 trespassing fine. 

Bojic said King sway has reviewed body- 
camera footage from the guards and feels 
the officials treated the pair "calmly and 
with dignity." 

They've also reached out to Willier 
to discuss her comments in the media. 

In 2014, security guards with City Cen¬ 
tre Mall, also owned by Oxford, banned 
indigenous leader Gary Moostoos while 
he ate in the food court. 

Moostoos said Tuesday he never goes 
back to City Centre, or even Kingsway, 
and he's taken note of Willier's story. 

*Tt reminded me of what happened 
with me, and brought back what 3 was 
going through — the humiliation and 
all that.” he said.

With a lagging economy pushing 
more Albertans to depend on pay¬ 
day loons, the pmvindol govern¬ 
ment pledged to crack do wn on 
the industry in Tuesday's speech 
from the throne. 

Lt.-Gov. Lols Mitchell read the 
speech, setting out the govern¬ 
ment's agenda for the spring 
and promising a new act to end 
predatory lending. 

"This has been allowed to go 
on for too long. Albertans need 
a government that will stand up 
for them when they are most 
vulnerable." she said. 

Service Alberta Minister Steph¬ 
anie McLean said some lenders 
are charging unfair rates. 

"Right now. over an annual¬ 
ized payback, (consumers) are 
paying about 600 percent in in¬ 
terest. It’s absolutely unreason¬ 
able." she said. 

But McLean said the govern¬ 
ment knows payday loans are the 
only option for some, so they're 
working with hanks and com¬ 
munity groups on other solutions. 

Jeff Loomis, executive director 
of Momentum, a Calgary agency 
that offers money management 
classes, said many consumers of 
payday loans don't understand 
them. 

"We think it is a really critical 
move. There are a lot of people 
on lower incomes that can get 
caught in a bad cycle of debt,' 1 
he said.

Budget to be 
delivered on 
April 14: Ceci 

Alberta's spring legislature ses¬ 
sion will focus on diversifying 
the province's battered oil-based 
economy, laying the groundwork 
for a carbon tax and cracking 
down on payday loan operators. 

l J remier Kachel Motley said 
iuesday there will also be S 340 
million in tax benefits for needy 
families and legislation to stream¬ 
line and reduce a sprawling net- 
w r ork of 301 boards, agencies and 
commissions. 

The tax benefits are expected 
to help 330,000 children. A low- 
income single parent with two 
children would receive just over 
S3.000 a year. 

"today's speech from, the 
throne outlines an ambitious 
agenda of support for families, 
our economy, our energy and our 
environmental future,' 1 Notley 
told reporters before the throne 
speech. 

'1 be speech, which highlights 
government goals and priorities, 
was read in the legislature cham¬ 
ber by Lt.-Lcw. Lois Mitchell to 
officially open a new r session of 
the legislature. 

The sitting is expected to 
run until early June and will in- 
dude the 2016-17 budget, which 
Finance Minister Joe Ceci an¬ 
nounced will be delivered on 
April 14. 

Ceci has already said the pro¬ 


jected deficit could be £ 10 billion 
—double the amount of earlier 
forecasts. 

Motleys NDP government has 
resisted calls to cut public-sector 
jobs and services to reduce the 
red ink in leirn times. Instead, 
it has increased spending For 
health, education and social 
services and ramped up capital 
spending to boost the economy 


and build schools, roads and hosr 
pitals. 

“ t would reject the notion that 
we simply cover our ears, cover 
our eyes, cross our fingers and 
sit in a comer hoping that the 
economy recovers," said Motley. 

To that end. the government 
put forward as Bill 1, a plan to 
expand job creation and divers¬ 
ification. The government now 


plans to work with its S3 3-billion 
credit-union system to encourage 
more such investment. 

A climate change plan, intro¬ 
duced last year, is to be given 
regulatory teeth with legislation 
that will include a new broad- 
based carbon tax to begin Jan. 1. 

Motley said Albertans will 
leam in the budget the cost de¬ 
tails of the carbon levy. The car¬ 
bon tax. w r hich is estimated to 
bring in S3 billion a year, is to 
be on everything from gas at 
the pumps to home heating and 
electricity bills. The government 
estimates 60 percent of Albertans 
will receive some level of rebate.

Trial 
begins 
in alleged 
killings 

A trial has begun for an Alberta 
man charged in the deaths of 
two Edmonton-area seniors who 
disappeared nsirly six years ago. 

Travis V'ader. a longtime sus¬ 
pect in the case, furs pleaded not 
guilty to first-degree murder in 
the case of Lyle and Mane Mc¬ 
Cann. 

The Crown says Vader. who 
is 44, was a crystal! meth user 
and desperate for money when 
he killed the couple west of Td- 
monton in Ju ty 2010. 

Prosecutor Jim Stewart told 
court in an opening statement 
that Vader’s blood, fingerprints 
and DMA were found in the 
couple's abandoned SUV. 

“We do know that they both 
met with significant violence and 
they are now dead," Stewart said. 

“The only reasonable inference 
... is that Mr. Vader murdered Lyle 
and Marie McCann. 11 

Vader's lawyer Brian Benesh, 
said in his opening address that 
experts will testify- to problems 
with forensic evidence. 

He said there's no proof be¬ 
yond a reasonable doubt that the 
couple is dead and to say they 
were murdered is "speculation." 

Beresh also said police had 
“tunnel vision," were underpres¬ 
sure to solve the case and failed 
io look at other suspects. 

“ The names of those suspects 
will be revealed at this trial,'' 
Beresh said. He says Vader be¬ 
came the RCMP's “number 1 
villain" and he has waited for 
years to dear his name.

Alberta's carbon tax will cost 
the City of Edmonton about £6 
million a year by 20IS. 

The cost estimates emerged 
Jiiesdav as the city reviewed its 
own climate change strategy, 
which looks at dozens of differ¬ 
ent actions to lower greenhouse 
gas emissions. 

Jim Andrais. program man¬ 
ager of the city energy transi¬ 
tion unit, told councillors that 
the city will pay about £4 mil¬ 
lion in 2017, when the carbon 
tax is S20 per tonne, and £6 
million when it moves to S30 
per tonne in 20IS.

Most of those estimated in¬ 
creases ate linked to transpor¬ 
tation fuels and heating. 

Andrais said the city doesn't 
know yet if there will be any 
special exemptions for muni¬ 
cipalities. 

“The program implementa¬ 
tion of that is still behind closed 
doors at the province," be said. 

Andrais added the city plans 
to reduce the size of its fleet 
and the size of vehicles. 

“The first thing anyone does 
if they want to reduce consump¬ 
tion is to stop doing tilings that 
are unnecessary and downsize 
things,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
levy can push the city to make 
greener choices. 

He said electric buses may 
be more expensive up front, 
but they can make a lot more 
sense if the city is avoiding fuel 
and the carbon tax. 

'The economics of those 
things improve against avoid¬ 
ing that cost. So, those price 
signals are helpful for long-term 
decision making.”

Municipalities hail job-creating Energy East 


Stung by criticism in Quebec of 
the proposed Energy East pipe¬ 
line, Alberta municipalities are 
hailing the project's promise 
of jobs and economic growth. 

The Alberta Urban Municipal¬ 
ities Association has written a 
letter to its sister organizations 
across Canada seeking their 
support for Energy East. 

The letter cites estimates by 
the Conference Board of Can¬ 
ada that this project will sup¬ 
port over 14,000 jobs annually 
during a nine-year development 


and construction stage,* reads 
an association briefing note 
about the letter. “The pipeline 
will a Iso provide 510 billion in 
tax revenues to the provinces.” 

The letter also touts how the 
pipeline would enable access 
to markets in Europe and Asia, 
reduce Canada's - dependence 
on foreign oil and create 3,300 
permanent jobs. 

Association president Lisa 
Holmes said Alberta commun¬ 
ities don't want to allow' nay¬ 
sayers to grab the spotlight on 


a project that w r ould help the 
province as it struggles with an 
economic crisis. 

“We see the impact of our 
current economic situation oil 
everyone in our communities 
— our friends, our neighbours, 
business owners. We need to be 
a voice for them,* Holmes said. 

Holmes said the association's 
main message is that Energy 
East is so important to Canada's 
economic future that munici¬ 
pal groups across the country' 
should speak out. 


“We are stepping up and say¬ 
ing this is a national project and 
it needs help. We are hoping 
that the other provincial asso¬ 
ciations will see that and will 
support us in our rallying cry, 
which is 'Go East,’" she said.

City councillors held off from 
expropriating land along jas¬ 
per Avenue Tuesday, after a 
developer promised to build 
a better park than was being 
proposed — as well as a resi¬ 
dential tower. 

The land, at the southern 
end of 96 Street at Jasper Av¬ 
enue, is part of the city’s plan 
for the Quarters. The city wants 
to build a park as a lookout 
across the river valley there, 
but had to expropriate land 
to do so. 

The owner of that land, All- 
dritt Land Corporation, asked

council to hold off on that 
while they submit a proposal 
to redevelop the property. 

Sol Rolingher. a lawyer repre¬ 
senting the company, said they 
plan to preserve the park space 
but also build a tower to bring 
residents to the community. 

“This encompasses a park 


and a much more elaborate 
park, like a High Line Park that 
you’d find in Manhattan.” he 
said. 

“Everybody gets what they 
want * 

The High Line is a park built 
on a former elevated railway in 
New York City. 


Kolingher said design work 
is still being completed on the 
proposal, but they plan to have 
a connection to the river valley, 
which the city’s plan does not. 

“It takes people over Grier¬ 
son Hill Road and into Louis 
McKinney Park," he said. 

Kolingher added they hope 


to provide council with a pro¬ 
posal soon. 

Council voted to hold off on 
expropriation until that pro¬ 
posal is heard f or until 2017 if 
it doesn’t come forward. 

Mayor Don Ives on said it 
makes sense to hear the de¬ 
veloper out. 

“1 think there is some value 
in allowing the application pro¬ 
cess to play out, to fully under¬ 
stand the proposal,” he said. 

Coun. Ben Henderson was 
the lone vote against delay 
and argued he doesn't want 
to compromise the proposed 
park space. 

“There was a good reason it 
was put there and to suddenly 
give away that end of the Ar¬ 
mature and that view of the 
river valley, which is pivotal 
to this city, I don’t think we 
should be compromising that.” 

Henderson said he's willing 
to hear the proponents, but 
isn’t wild about a residential 
tower on the site. 

“It will be a tough sell to 
me.”

City councillors will not impose 
new rules for homes at i!latch- 
ford to allow people with dis¬ 
abilities to enter them. 

At the urging of the Visit- 
Ability Task Force, city admin¬ 
istration has been considering 
rules requiring some housing 
at EJatchford to include ’visit- 
ability’ features. 

A visitable home features a 
nchstep entrance, wider door- 
WEtys and hallways, and a bath¬ 
room on the ground floor to 
allow a person with a disability 
to easily visit. 

But building this way may 
increases costs and creates de¬ 
sign challenges. 

For that reason, councillors 
questioned whether homebuy- 
ers would choose to buy an 
accessible home at Blatchford 
for an increased price without 
first being educated why they 
might want it. Council set the 
committee back to work on a 
pilot project that would display 
visitable homes to bomebuyers 
and hornebu ciders.

Domestic assault rates are up 
eight per cent over the past 
year, according to the Edmon¬ 
ton Police Service — and some 
say they point to a need for a 
different approach. 

In 2015, £,512 occurrences 
of domest ic violence were re¬ 
ported to BPS, compared with 
7.849 in 2014. 

With a rise in the rate of 
extreme violence reported 
last year, the increase could 
point to a need for different 
solutions. 

Researcher Stephanie 
Moltesanti said there's a need 
to move beyond looking at do¬ 
mestic violence on an individ¬ 
ual basis, and to think about 
violence as a public health 
problem with preventative 


solutions. 

'‘Policy interventions hELve 
focused on Em individual level, 
reactive approach" Moltesanti 
said. “But this is structural, 
embedded in our social and 
economic systems.” 

Moltesanti, a professor of 
public health at the University

of Alberta, researches how ac¬ 
cess to employment, education, 
health services and health care 
factor into the rates of domes¬ 
tic violence. 

She said when those are at 
risk, they can result in increas¬ 
es to domestic violence. 

Moltesanti will be looking 
at the Edmonton numbers to 
evaluate any potential correla¬ 
tion to the economic down¬ 
turn. 

Government approaches 
have, nonetheless, been slowly 
shifting. 

The creation of the Status 
of Women ministry, with a 
mandate to decrease violence 
against women and girls, sig¬ 
nals an acknowledgement of 
the problem. 

The Alberta government in¬ 
vested $15 million annually 
in 2015 to provide programs 
and counselling for assault 
survivors. 

But Moltesanti would like 
to see a real shift to solving 
systemic issues, 

“It’s a population health 
problem that impacts every¬ 
body," Moltesanti said. “The 
impact spreads not jjust for 
the individual.”

A petition to save the soon- 
to-be-re plated Royal Alberta 
Museum has collected more 
than 1.200 signatures in just 
45 hours. 

Alberta Infrastructure is 
exploring ideas for the future 
of the structure, including 
finding new tenants, refresh¬ 
ing the building or — gasp 
— even tearing it down. 

Right now, the province is 
exploring that last option, 
putting out a call for design 
ideas for the “potential re¬ 
development of the RAM into 
public green space."

Acorn started the online 
petition Sunday, which de¬ 
scribes the museum as “a 
true gem of modernist yet 
historic Alberta architecture." 

The issue of what to do 


with the building has been 
raised because the museum 
is moving to its new down¬ 
town location, which will 
open sometime in 2019. 

Tracy Larsen, a spokes¬ 
woman for Alberta Infrastruc¬ 
ture, stresses that deadline 
— three years away— leaves 
time to decide what to do 
with the old RAM. 

“The options we could look 
at are reusing or repurpos¬ 
ing the facility, or it could 
be demolishing or decon¬ 
structing it. 

'"This proposal is just one 
possible option," she said. 

Even when the new mu¬ 
seum opens. Acorn said she'll 
still have a soft spot for the 
old one. 

Her son, scientist and 
broadcaster John Acorn 'the 
.Nature Nut,' rode his bike 
to the museum as a young 
teenager, she said. 

“It was a comfortable place 
to go, it was an easy place for 
kids to go, it wasn’t intimi¬ 
dating," she said.

Ihe now-empty 
Remand Centre or the Cam sell 
Hospital may be ideal shooting 
locations for foreign service pro¬ 
ductions. he said.

"The government is currently 
reviewing all mechanisms to sup¬ 
port the sector,” said Jeff Brinton, 
executive director of cultural 
industries.

mon than previously assumed.”

If emojis could express their 
meteoric rise into the lexicon 
of virtual language, it might 
start with a surprised face, fol¬ 
lowed by thumbs up r and a 
trophy. After years of ridicule 
in popular culture, the famous 
international registry of smiley 
faces, animals nnd numerous 
other objects is finally getting 
some respect. 

,L In many ways, communi¬ 
cating informally with each 
other on the Internet, with 
just words, is like trying to 
talk in a monotone with your 
hands behind your back." says 
Gretchen McCulloch, a Mont- 
real-based linguist who has 
studied the rise of emojis and 
how people use them to en¬ 


hance communication. 

Created in the late 1990s by 
Japanese mobile phone carri¬ 
ers as a marketing hook, emo¬ 
jis never really landed on the 
radar of North Americans until 
Apple's iPhone and Android 
smartphones incorporated the 
cartoon characters in 2010. 

Last year marked a dear Zeit¬ 
geist moment. The prestigious 
Oxford Dictionaries chose the 
“face with tears of joy* emoji 
as word of the year, leading to 
an uproar in linguistic circles. 

It was an undeniable sign 
that emojis had reached a high¬ 
er level of status after years 
of being widely dismissed as 
a quirky smartphone feature 
used mostly by teenagers. 

Celebrities and brands have 
hopped on the emoji band- 
w r agon, including Kim Kar- 
dashian — who launched her 
own "Kimoji" app with cartoon 
renderings of herself— and 
Tim Hortons, which released 
its own batch of “Lh-mojis." 

Emojis have also posed a ma¬ 


jor challenge under the 
law. A New York grand 
jury was recently asked 
to decide whether the 
combination of an emoji 
police officer and an emoji 
gun was considered a 
threat to police. 
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After years of being 
dismissed as a 
quirky smartphone 
f e at li re used mostly

Trudeau, and we still 
really, really care 


Always the wooer, never the 
wooed. Canada, I mean, when 
it comes to the U.S, 

Alt week, Canadian media, 
swooning over Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau's rare (steak?) 
state dinner at the White 
House on Thursday have 
noted what a "high honour" 
the evening is, how it shows 
that. "Canada matters" and 
promises to he an "evening 
of awe." 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama sees himself in Tru¬ 
deau, we're told. Plus: The 
Washington Post even called 
Trudeau the "anti-Trump" (!) 

— high establishment praise 
and a moniker Trudeau later 
ironically embodied when he 
refused to dump on Trump In 
an interview. 

We re loving the attention 

— the Vogue profile, Sunday's 
SO Minutes interview, which 
Americans read as advertise¬ 
ment to emigrate here; not 
that they needed one after 
Googli ng en masse "how to 
move to Canada” on Super 
Tuesday. The U.S. coverage, 
though concerned with Tru¬ 
deau's aesthetic, is far meat¬ 
ier than the usual Five Cool 
People You Didn't Know Were 
Canadian or This Hip Street in 
This Canadian City Is So Hip. 

But coming from a nation 
that still assumes we're all 
lumberjacks, it's not really that 
flattering, is it? The Google- 
search story was roundly 
treated as a joke: Move to 
Canada!? Things really are 
bad! We're not an aspiration 
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so much as a last-ditch es¬ 
cape hatch. They're not drawn 
to Canada — they're drawn to 
the absence of America, 

In my experience, Amer¬ 
icans generally view Canada 
as a proverbial backwoods, a 
wild terrain with rustic inhabit¬ 
ants. 

Which is why Trudeau , in 
that SO Minutes interview:, 
admitted Canadians, "like to 
think that, you know. Amer¬ 
icans will pay attention to us 
from time to time, too. 1 ' 

What lofty goals, Mr, Tru¬ 
deau. Americans do like him 
for his poignantly familiar 
story: He is handsome and 
forthright and rose to power 
by being a good guy, a clas¬ 
sic trope of American culture 
rarely seen in real life. But I 
doubt the interest will plunge 
much past his shiny surface to 
our reality. 

To be clear: Neither Tru¬ 
deau nor I are anti-American. 
Hell, he told the Huffinglon 
Post that the U.S. is "the great¬ 
est democracy in the world." 

But I can like America and 
Americans (which I do, great¬ 
ly), and even love some of 
them without assuming, much 
less requiring, their reverse-in¬ 
terest in the true-north-strong- 
and-free. 

Besides, while the state din¬ 
ner vail be good for Trudeau, 
and even a little good for us, 
the important relationship is 
no longer with Obama, it's 
with his successor. And if that 
(shudder) is Donald Trump, we 
know who'll pick the fight.

Electric supercar wins young Croatian inventor fame 


He's the name behind the 
world's first electric supercar, 
winning international plaudits 
for his ingenuity. 

But for Croatia's 28-year-old 
Mate Riinac, it all started its a 
hobby in his garage. A keen tech¬ 
ie since high school, Rimac was 
racing an old BMW when he 
blew the engine and decided to 
turn the car into an electric one 
starting with pieces he bought 
on the Internet. 

A decade later, his firm Kimac 
Automobili is becoming a global 
leader in electric vehicle technol¬ 
ogy, selling Concept One super- 


curs for 8 50,000 euros (5923.000) 
each and giving a much-needed 
boost to Croatia's start-up scene. 

“We want to be the best in the 
world in what we do and we Etie 
changing the world," Kimac told 
AFP in his factory showroom in 
the small town of Sveta Nedelja, 
near the Croatian capital. 

The confident but modest 
entrepreneur was named by 
Ifolitico Europe in December 
as one of 2S people across the 
continent who are “shaping, 
shaking and stilling Europe." 

But mastering the complex 
technology of electric sports cars 


and winning financing was no 
eEisy task — cspeciEdly in a small 
country of 43 million people 
with no automotive industry, 
KimEic formed the company 
in 2009 w r hen he realised there 
was not much left of the original 
vehicle he had transformed, and 
the aim was to build an electric 
supercar from scratch. 

Motor show success 

ihe compELny unveiled the Con¬ 
cept One at the 2011 Frankfurt 
Motor Show, where nobody ex¬ 
pected a small Croatian firm to 
showcase an electric car that 


could reach 100 kilometres per 
hour in a staggering 2.8 seconds. 

Last week Eit the Geneva Inter¬ 
national Motor Bhow, Rimac 
introduced the production ver¬ 
sion of the car. 

Many expected Rimac’s suc¬ 
cess would lead him to move 
somewhere else, such as Silicon 
Valley. Germany or I taly. But in¬ 
stead he has kept the business in 
Croatia, a country slowly emer¬ 
ging from six years of recession. 

“1 want to do it here... I'm 
stubborn," he said. “1 think it is 
possible, I mean we Eire doing 
very well." afp
